Teller credits the work of 
some 50 scientists in his narra- 
tive account, reserving perhaps 
the highest praise for Oppen- 
heimer and Norris Bradbury, di- 
rector of the Atomic Energy 
Commission’s weapons labora- 
tory at Los Alamos, N.M. 

Plot Charged. 
Some of Teller’s noisiest par- 
tisans have been harshly critical 
of both Bradbury and Oppen- 
heimer, and have charged that 
there was a “plot” centered at 
Los Alamos to go slow ‘on pro- 
duction of the H-bomb.

Parking Men on Parking 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

With respect to pending legislation 
at Jefferson City to permit the city 
to use parking meter funds to pay 
off bonds for off-street parking pur- 
poses and to condemn residential 
property, we ask: Why penalize all 
individuals and business by provid- 
ing parking facilities for a few areas 
at public expense? 

Pledging parking meter funds may 
help sell bonds. But this very proc- 
ess freezes parking meters on the 
streets where they must remain be- 
cause they guarantee the bonds is- 
sued to finance off-street facilities. 
What happens then to master traffic 
control plans such as your newspaper 
espouses, and which logically must 
call for eventual elimination of on- 
street parking to facilitate traffic 
movement? 

Opening up the streets for better 
traffic flow, and the accelerated use 
of mass transportation are part of 
good plans for moving traffic in and 
out of central business districts. 

In the last month, your newspaper 
has carried at least five stories re- 
porting the increase in downtown 
parking facilities by private industry, 
either through completely new lots 
or garages, or by expansion of exist- 
ing facilities. 


Well over half of St. Louls’s down- 
town parking is on open lots. If 
needed, many more spaces can be 
provided by construction of decks on 
these existing lots. 

What it does take, we believe, is 
the elimination of the threat of mu- 
nicipal intervention in parking, 
which frightens away risk capital. 

Private operators have demonstrat- 
ed their ability and willingness to 
handle past needs, and are ready,

Gov. Donnelly has given the Missouri Legis- 
lature a lesson in practical economics. The Gov- 
ernor says the state should be able to finance 
a $75,000,000 bond issue for prison, hospital 
and college improvements without raising taxes 
much, if at all. 

His plan is to finance the bonds out of income 

tax revenues. This is a good many million dol- 
lars removed from ‘the idea of increasing the 
sales tax, which is what some pending bills offer. 

Gov. Donnelly dismisses that idea with plain 
words: “The ta® burden of the people of Mis- 
souri is already too heavy. This is especially 
true of those in the lower income brackets... 
who can ill afford to pay even what they now 
must pay in sales and other taxes.” ? 

Beyond the injustice of it, a sales tax increase 
is simply not necessary to pay for the bond issue. 
The Governor says the bonds would cost the 
state about 90 millions over 20 years, including 
interest. But a l1-cent increase in the sales tax 
would bring in some 45 millions a year, or ten 
times as much revenue as the bonds require. 

The question is just what the legislators would 
do with all that extra sales tax money. There are 
many nooks and crannies for it. 

Some legislators propose additional school 
funds, and the schools do indeed deserve help. 
But a bond issue for capital improvements 
should never be used as an exCuse to increase 
general revenues far beyond what is needed 
for capital improvements. The school program 
should stand on its own, along with any tax 
increases intended for schools. 

School funds now take one third of income 
tax revenues, or more than eight millions. Gov. 
Donnelly proposes to use another four and a 
half millions a year of these revenues to pay 
off the bond issue. That would still leave about 
half the current $25,000,000 in annual income 
tax receipts for general revenue. 

The question then is how much Missouri 
would miss the funds devoted to bond financ- 
ing. And the answer may be not much. At least, 

the Governor believes that the normal increases 
in state revenues through the years might pay 
off the bonds. The record bears out this hope. 

State revenue has increased on an average of 
$9,000,000 a year in the last 15 years. That is 
twice the amount which the Governor believes 
is needed annually to support the bond issue. 
If that trend continues at even half the pace, no 
new taxes would be needed to pay for the bonds. 

At this point Missouri is in no position to 
question the need for a bond issue for capital 
improvements at its prisons, hospitals, state col- 
leges and university. But in light of what Gov. 
Donnelly has said, the voters and taxpayers will 
certainly question the need for tax increases, 
especially sales tax increases. 
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Mr. Nixon Takes His Stand 


Vice President Nixon has spoken up com- 
mendably for the United States Information li- 
braries and centers in other countries. Prior to 
dedicating a new USIA center in Panama City, 
Mr. Nixon said correctly that our overseas li- 
braries and centers received some “unjustified 
criticism” two years ago. This was a plain refer- 
ence to the noisy, crude round of USIA instal- 
lations in Europe by Roy M. Cohn and G. David 
Schine, as “Investigators” for the subcommittee 
then headed by Senator McCarthy of Wisconsin. 
“Such criticism as a whole,” said the Vice Presi- 
dent in Panama, “was undeserved and gave li- 
brary facilities” a bad name.

Messrs. Cohn and Schine have been thor- 
oughly exposed and neither has any connection 
whatever with the Senate subcommittee. The 
irresponsible, self-serving Senator who hired 
them has been officially “condemned” by an’ 
overwhelming 2-to-l vote of bis colleagues in 
the Senate.

Now in use in more than 1700 
American cities, the manager plan has spread 
rapidly over Illinois until it includes 35 Illinois 
communities from Oak Park, Evanston, Elgin, 
Peoria, Rock Island and Bloomington on the 
north to Mount Vernon on the south. 

A typical reaction to the City Manager plan 
is this comment, elicited from the Galena (IIL) 
Gazette by the Collinsville Junior Chamber of 
Commerce: 

Change comes hard in Galena, but the 
only thing that has saved this city from gen- 
eral mediocrity in management is the City 
Manager form of government. Galena was 
the first city in Illinois to adopt it by vote of 
the people. This newspaper is enthusiasti- 
cally for it. Recommend it? “Yes,” abso- 
lutely! 

University City, Webster Groves, Ferguson, 
Wood River—the number of city manager com- 
munities in the St. Louis area is growing—and 
it will keep on growing. Collinsville voters, if 
they are guided by the experience of many 
hundreds of other communities, will make their 
city the second in regional Illinois. 
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Detroit Shows the Way 


Detroit’s experience with a United Fund of- 
fers valuable experience for St. Louis in the ef- 
fort of Civic Progress, Inc., to bring the many 
charity drives here into one campaign. 

Since Detroit was the first city in the country 
to adopt a United Fund, many other cities are 
asking it for information as they decide about 
United Funds themselves. Recently the citizens 
of Chattanooga, Tenn., invited Walter C. Laid- 
law, executive vice president of the United 
Foundation of Detroit, to advise with them. 

Mr. Laidlaw says there were 52 campaigns a 
year in Detroit before the United Fund was es- 
tablished six years ago. One hundred and fifty 
agencies take part in it. Still conducting separate 
drives are the National Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis; the Muscular Dystrophy Association, 
which sought an amount Mr. Laidlow said was 
considered entirely too high; and organiza- 
tions conducting seal sales. 

In the last year of separate campaigns in De- 
troit the Community Chest failed by $300,000 to 
reach its goal of $5,644,000, All other drives in 
Detroit together netted $7,200,000 that year—a 
total of $12,744,000. In.1954 the United Founda- 
tion raised for these. agencies $14,108,000. 
Not only is the United Fund approach reising 
more money, it is doing so at lower cost, Mr,

Laidlaw said. The average cost of the separate 
drives previously held was 15 to 20 per cent of 
the amount raised; the average cost of Commu- 
nity Chest drives is 7 to 12 per cent; the United 
Foundation raises its funds at a cost of 5 per cent.

More money for worthy causes, and a bet- 
ter-balanced community program.

If outstanding candidates are in the field, 
the voters will enjoy an opportunity to select 
first-class nominees at the March 11 primary, 
and capable aldermen at the April 5 municipal 
electfon. 

On the other hand, if the field is mainly a 
collection of party hacks it is clear what kind of 
person will take over the aldermanic seats that 
are at stake. , j 

How can the voter tell’ which of the many 
candidates deserves his support both in the pri- 
mary and the city election? One good test is the 
answers given to the six questions being put to 
each candidate by Civic Progress, Inc. 

The questions require merely a straight Yes or 
No, and so eliminate a chance that a candidate 
might try to hide behind a smoke-screen of 
political double-talk. In substance, these are the 
questions: 


Would the candidate agree not to indulge 
in the dangerous device of “aldermanic cour- 
tesy”’?

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No Fudging, Either 

If memory serves, small boys get out their 
agates and cat’s eyes and mark circles or holes 
on the ground and get down.\on their knees 
along about March, when the sun warms up 
and the earth thaws out but there is not enough 
wind to fly kites.

Therefore we are a little mystified by the 
objections of George Burbridge, secretary of the 
Marbles Board of Control in London, to Lady 
Norah Docker’s marble-playing on television.

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Victory in Bonn 

Ratification of the Western European Union 
treaties in Bonn is a notable victory for the 
Atlantic alliance. Despite all the obstructionist 
tactics and dark threats from the East, despite a 
bitter and almost hysterical debate at home, 
Chancellor Adenauer held the Bundestag firmly 
to the issues and wrung from it the necessary 
vote. It was a remarkable feat of political dex- 
terity. 

There is a chance, of course, that the division 
over the Saar settlement which goes along with 
Western union may make more trouble. 
Chancellor Adenauer won this point by a peril- 
ously narrow margin, and only at the cost of 
a split within his own coalition. To placate the 
opposition he had to consent to a resolution 
which may be construed by the French as vetoing 
the Saar arrangements which they insisted on 
as the price of ratifying joint defense plans. 

Yet if French political leaders will devote as 
much energy and ingenuity to overcoming this 
‘obstacle as Chancellor Adenauer brought to 
bear in Bonn, they should be able to win out 
as he did. Then the security structure of West- 
‘ern Europe will be complete. 

It would be unrealistic to ignore the fact that 
many of the German votes for this structure 
represented support for restoration of full Ger- 
man sovereignty and for association with the 
West rather than support for immediate rearma- 
ment. German sentiment against reactivating 
a military establishment which twice led Ger- 
many into disaster has been rising steadily. 

Many Germans wanted the defense treaties 
ratified not to give them an army but to 
strengthen the West’s hand in negotiating with 
Soviet Russia for reunification of Germany and 
a broad European settlement. Once all.the rati- 
fications are complete, the West has an obliga- 
tion to undertake such negotiations if a reason- 
able basis for them can be found. 
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Our Basketball Platoon System 

There is quite a “to-do” in the basketball 
world, our alert and sagacious scouts report, over 
the plan to put six-inch soles on the shoes of the 
six-and-a-half-foot players to bring them to the 
level of the seven-footers.

More Output by Fewer Workers 


Public Opinion 


Nation’s ability to produce more despite drop in jobs arouses 
concern over possibility of rising trend of chronic unemploy- 
ment; labor says effects of automation are being ignored, but 
Administration insists new investment must have top priority.

Recent production figures raise a 
specter of continually rising unemploy- 
ment during the very time that the na- 
tion’s output is increasing. 

The figures suggest that in the cur- 
rent business recovery considerably 


higher production is being achieved 
with substantially fewer workers than 
even d g the recession a year earlier, 


Government officials warn that the 
figures are tricky and likely to reflect 
a compounding of errors in statistical 
estimates. 

Labor union 
economists agree 
that the figures can 
be misleading, but 
insist they point ac- 
curately at a trend 
that could mean 
trouble. 

No one wants to 
turn off the tap of 


al productivity with 
all its bountiful im- 
plications for a ris- 
ing standard of liv- 
ing. 
But some experts 
feel the recent productivity increase 
figures pose a serious question about 
the ability of the American economy to 
provide jobs for the million or so new 
workers expected to enter the labor 
force this year. 


What a Riggs Bank Report Shows 


Attention was called to some striking 
comparisons in a recent capsule report 
circulated by the Riggs National Bank 
and prepared by a local economist. It 
said in part: 

“In December, 1954, factory output 
was 4 per cent greater than in Decem- 
ber, 1953, but the factory employment 
was 4 per cent less. Mineral output was 
3 per cent greater, but 13 per cent few- 
er miners were engaged ... 

“In 1955, the civilian labor force is 
expected to, increase by approximately 

,000,000. . . . Because the labor force 
will be much larger and more produc- 
tive per worker than in 1953, reason- 
ably full employment would yleld some 
20-25 billion dollars more goods and 
services than were produced in 1953, 
our best year.” 


The output changes can be read from 
the Federal Reserve Board’s index of 
manufacturers. In December, 1953, the 
index was 127 (27 per cent above the 
average level during the period 1947- 
1949) and in December, 1954, it was 
132. Yet factory employment, as re- 
ported by the Bureau of Labor Statis- 
tics, was 16,704,000 in December, 1953, 
and 16,043,000—661,000 less—in Decem- 
ber, 1954. 


The various figures are adjusted for 
seasonal effects. 


Residue of Official Concern

spokesman said year-to-year figures are- 


valueless for measuring productivity, 
and that only the long-term figures are 
valid. A Federal Reserve official agreed 
that there is no way to be sure whether 
the year-to-year figures primarily reflect 
Teal changes in productivity or magnify 
sta margins of error. 

A labor union economist conceded the 
figures may be deceptive. He said that 
in a recession factory output can quick- 
ly fall below the real level of factory 
productivity, while in a recovery the 
figures may be distorted the other way.

For example, a warning that the na- 
tion is in for a bout of severe “chronic 
unemployment” came from one out- 
spoken critic of Mr. Eisenhower's pro- 
ere This was Leon H. Keyserling, 
ashington consultant who formerly 
headed the Council of Economic Advis- 
ers under President Truman, 

Said Keyserling, “I think we are in 
a long-term trend of rising chronic un- 
employme I see no sign of improve- 
ment. ... We would need an expansion 
of about 8 per cent in total output (in 
1955) to reduce unemployment to what 
I would regard as tolerable levels under 
the standards of the Employment Act 
Aof 1946).” 

What is more likely to happen, Key- 
serling suggested, is that with growing 
productivity, the true level of unemploy- 
ment this year will be considerably 
higher than last. 


Dynamic Balance a Need 


“If the economy expands 3 per cent 
in 1955—and that is an optimistic fore- 
cast—I would expect the true level of 
unemployment in 1955 to reach 6,500,- 
000,” Keyserling declared. 

By “true” unemployment totals, Key- 
serling referred not only to the fully 
unemployed, but also to the partially 
and the temporarily unemployed. 

In a similar vein, CIO President Wal- 
ter Reuther hit Mr. Eisenhower's eco- 
nomic report for falling to deal with 
“automation,” the increasing application 
of automatic processes to industrial pro- 
duction. Reuther urged the committee 
to make an investigation of the social 
and economic impact of automation. 


“I welcome automation,” Reuther 
added, “because I think it will give our 
free people the tools with which to 
build a better life. But we have not 
achieved .a dynamic balance between 
purchasing power and productive power 
and that is the key to the problem.” 

At this time, Reuther insisted, the na- 
tion does not need more steel capacity 
or auto capacity, but does need to shift 
emphasis to increased purchasing power. 

He said “the unfortunate part is” that 
Administration policy is directed toward 
greater incentives for investment, when 
it ought to be placed on expanding pur- 
chasing power so people will buy the in- 
creased output. 


Mr. Humphrey’s Investment Theme 


What Reuther calls “unfortunate” is 
clearly regarded as essential by the Ad- 
ministration. The prevailing Adminis- 
tration view is that investment makes 
jobs, and jobs make purchasing power 
and the first thing to encourage is in- 
vestment. 

Treasury Secretary George M. Hum- 
phrey is a vigorous and strategically 
placed proponent of that theme. Time 
after time, and once at a CIO employ- 
ment meeting, Humphrey has hammered 
away at the argument that stimulating 
investment takes first priority. 

As the argument runs on, both sides 
pin their hopes on a continued expan- 
sion in the economy, to provide the 
needed additional jobs to take up new 
workers and reduce the unemployment 
totals. Where the break sharpens is on 
pp ge ng of the role the Government 
sh play.

Love With No Surprises

The bright sunshine of a village 
called San Lorenzo, on the Italian Riv- 
jera, is the setting of this subtle story 
of a passionate and compelling love be- 
tween a man and a woman who are—as 
is often the case in novels —each 
married to an unloved someone else. It 
is a mature theme, handled in such a 
way as to capture all the bittersweet 
realfty of the two lovers’ situation with- 
out resort to spurious sentiment. 


The woman. is a beautiful Swiss 
pianist, the wife of a wealthy Amer- 
ican publisher. They live in San Fran- 
cisco but have rented a villa in San 
Lorenzo for the summer. The man is 
a successful British portrait painter, va-

Hes Minister and Movie Actor 


The Rev. Donald Curtis Plays 'Heel’ 


Roles in Hollywood, Preaches in Santa Barbara 


THE REV, DONALD CURTIS ... HE SAYS ACTING HELPED PREPARE 


HIM FOR HIS PREACHING CAREER.

HOLLYWOOD, Feb. 28. 

NTO Juvenile Hall in Santa 

Barbara one day strode the 

Rev. Donald Curtis of the 
non-sectarian Church of Reli- 
gious Science. The minister was 
overflowing with brotherhood 
and good will, but the tough, 
rebellious boys were full of mis- 
chief. Their insults had driven 
three men of the gospel from 
the Hall on three consecutive 
Sundays, and now they confi- 
dently began to bully and taunt 
“the new guy.” 

The “new guy” took it for a 
few moments. Then he roared: 
“Look, fellows, I can talk to you 
on any terms you want—girls, 
drinking, movies—but eventual- 
ly we're going to talk about 
what I want.” 

The minister is 6 feet 4 and 
weighs upwards of 210 pounds, 
and when he roars, the walls 
shakes a little bit. Suddenly 
one of the boys “recognized” the 
broad-shouldered preacher with 
the trim mustache. 

“It’s the toughie on the tele- 
vision,” he yelled, and the kids 
cheered. The Rev. Donald Cur- 
tis was “in.” By chance, the 
juvenile delinquents had been 
watching, that very morning, a 
movie Western on their set in 
which he played the role of a 
villain, or “heavy” as they say 
in the trade. For the Rev. Mr. 
Curtis lives a unique dual life, 


alternating his church leader-' 


ship in Santa Barbara with 
screen roles that often portray 
him as a heel. He commutes be- 
tween Santa Barbara and Holly- 
wood, 

His most recent picture, for 
example, was “Phffft,” in which 
he plays a debonair ego-swollen 
television actor who lures Judy 
Holliday to his apartment. In 
“All That Heaven Allows,” 
which is just completing produc- 
tion at the Universal-Interha- 
tional lot, he is a hard-drinking 
playboy who forces his atten- 
tions on Jane Wyman. 

How did he happen to go into 
the ministry? 

“Men are inspired to go into 
the ministry from various other 
occupations—professions, busi- 
nesses, or trades,” he said, over 
luncheon at the U-I studio. 
“Mine happens to be the acting 
profession, which I regard as a 
very worthy and honorable one.” 

Acting, he said, helped develop 
his voice and poise and thus 
prepared him for his present 
religious work. But the actual, 
compelling “call” to the church 
came from a deep spiritual need 
climaxed by religious experi- 
ences that left him with a burn- 


ing mission in life to help others. 


see the light, and to do practical 
good on earth. 

Talking of these experiences, 
the Rev. Mr. Curtis’s deep brown 
eyes become intense, his manner 
persuasive and serious, and his 
mind totally impervious to his 
surroundings—which can be a 
bit distracting at a studio when 
scantily-clad dancers glide by, on 
their way to talent school. There 
is no mistaktng his dedication 
to the gospel, even in a harem 
atmosphere. 

“When I was 17 years old,” he 
said, “I was driving a truck when 
it was involved in an accident 
that killed one of my friends. 
This, of course, shook me_ up 
tremendously. 

“Years later came a second 
deep spiritual crisis. I was in 
a New York hospital for an em- 
ergency operation for a kidney 
ailment. I had been acting for 


some years by that time, but was 
not over the “hump’; it seemed 
that my future was dismal. 

“I went through some kind of 
an awakening, in that hospital. 
Call it a revelation or anything 
you like. It suddenly came to 
me that I wanted to get things 
straightened out, to do a little 
better job of living. I began 
studying the science of mind to 
help me with my own personal 
problems. By then I was about 
35 years old, making good mon- 
ey from radio and television 
work in New York, and yet I 
was very unhappy. Obviously 
something was wrong. 

“It was then that I began to 
get interested in the subject of 
praying. The Church of Reli- 
gious Science had great appeal 
to me, and I began going to 
study classes.” 

He read a great deal, then, 
about the mind and body, about 
the subconscious and the ego. 
He delved into theology, prayer 
and the practical application of 
knowledge and thinking toward 
health and happiness in life. 

“There were times,” he said, 
“when I couldn’t get much out 
of it, but I kept on. Then one 
day quite suddenly, while in a 
study class, it just all clicked 
into place. Within a few days I 
preached my first sermon, at 
White Plains, N.Y., and I've 
been going strong ever since.”

and Colds

ENICILLIN and other known 

antibiotics do not help colds. 

In fact such treatment in 
children actually can delay diag- 
nosis and make the illness worse. 
Why? Because many different 
kinds of illness in children be- 
gin with the same early sym- 
toms: feeling unwell and less 
active, vomiting, and fever. 

If, often due to insistence by 
parents, the physician gives 
some antibiotic treatment before 
discovering the nature of the 
illness, typical symptoms that 
would make diagnosis possible 
may be covered up without cur- 
ing the eondition. 

For instance, three-year-old 
Bobby had abdominal pain, vom- 
iting and diarrhea. In the h 
pital, he received three antibi- 
otics: penidillin, streptomycin, 
and chloromycetin. The symp- 
toms disappeared except for a 
little fever. A month later, he 
had another attack of tummy 
pain, This time, an astute sur- 
geon operated for appendicitis 
and found a ruptured appendix. 
The antibiotics had covered up 
nature’s warnings of the acute 
appendicitis.

ical School, Chicago, showed 
that children given antibiotics 
for mild undiagnosed illnesses 
took longer to recover than did 
children given only general 
treatment. 

He studied 159 children. The 
medicine they received did not 
depend upon how much cold they 
seemed to have or how high the 
fever. It depended upon the or- 
der in which the children were 
brought to the clinic. The first 
received aspirin (if the fever 
were higher than 102 degrees) 
and nursing care, the second an 
antibiotic, and so on. During the 
study, the doctors didn’t know 
whether or not the child had 
been given an antibiotic. It was 
a double-blind experiment, the 
best kind. . 

Fifty-five children had no spe- 
cific treatment, no antibiotic. 
They recovered faster. Half had 
recovered in one week; nine- 
tenths were recovered in two 
weeks, 

Fewer than half of those who 
had been treated with antibi- 
otics were well in two weeks. 
Dr. Hardy speculated that the 
antibiotic treatment masked or 
delayed the occurrence of com- 
plications.

DESPITE THE FACT that no 
antibiotic affects the common 
cold virus, many people receive 
such treatment. About one out 
of five adults and children re- 
cently queried had received 
penicillin for a cold. Why? Doc- 
tors say that their patients in- 
sist on it—that they feel cheated 
of “scientific” treatment ‘unless 
they have received sulfa drugs, 
penicillin, aureomycin, terramy- 
cin, streptomycin, chloromycetin, 
erythromycin, or one of the 
other antibiotics. 

Parents naturally want their 
children to receive the “best 
and latest” treatment. They may 
pressure the doctor into using 
a shot of penicillin in the mis- 
taken idea that this is helpful. 

Some doctors have. been too 
enthusiastic about using these 
potent treatments. Rather than 
rely on time and nature to bring 
out additional symptoms for a 
definite diagnosis, they give a 
shot of penicillin or 
one of

ness, and it can produce allergic 
reactions such as a skin rash.

OTHER TROUBLES with oil 
paper windows were the danger 
of fire and the danger of having 
the paper blown out of the win- 
dow frame.
